He suggested in a special m es- 
sage nrepared for the J oint Assent- 
bly an hour after it conv ened, that 
the lawmakers also: 
1. Appropriate funds to handle 
the 
administration of the hap 
transportation programs; 
2. Make all the money av ailable 
to the gov ernor in a flex ible sy s­ 
tem so it « ¿ in be- spent as droujd*t 
disaster conditions demand. 
He repeated what he has said all 
along — that only drought relief 
will be considered by the first 
special session in almost 10 y ears* 
And he urged speedy action. 
Imperativ e Need 
“May I call y our attention most 
forcibly,” he said, “ to the impera­ 
tive need for prompt and immed­ 
iate action in dealing with the 
public calamity which has made 
necessary 
the conv ening of this 
extra session of the General As­ 
sembly. It is impossible, of course, 
to restore the losses which hav e 
been suffered by our citizens, but 
by our joint efforts we can at 
least prev ent further injury to our 
economy .” 
He noted that his proposal doe« 
not call for actual purchase of hay 
by the state. Instead the funds w ill 
be used—along with $1,000,000 al­ 
lotted by the federal gov ernment 
—to help pay the freight o n for­ 
age imported from northern states. 
If the Legislature adopts the 
gov ernor’s program, it would mean

ter area. The last 31 counties were 
recommended by Donnelly Sept.

It 
should not only specify ilie exact fiber content 
ot the particular fabric, hut also g iv e specific 
insrructions as to its care.

Sav e the fact-tag s, 
nd follow washing instructions implicitly. 
2 . Carefully check the g arment construc­ 
tion. Are the seams g enerous 
an d resistant to 
rav eling ? Is the fabric used for trim the same 
as that in the g arment.' If not, is it as thor­ 
oug hly washable? In selecting washable suits 
and slacks, check the lining , trim, inner- 
lining s, and all ' hidden finding s'' to be sure 
they will wash successfully. 
3. Because of the nature of the fiber, dirt 
does not penetrate deeply into man-made fi­ 
bers; conseq uently, they req uire a v ery short 
wash period. 
Many manufacturers' fact tag s g iv e specific 
recommendations tor laundering their g ar­ 
ments in automatic home laundry eq uipment. 
Howev er, ¡1 the manufacturer has labeled the 
g arment washable, but has not g iv en specific 
laundering recommendations, a g ood rule of 
thf thumb is to fill the washer with warm 
water, add a mild soap or deterg ent, and 
wash a minutes, spin 3 minutes, and rinse 
S minutes.

clothes dryer. 
4. "Drip-dry'' is a popular and effectiv e 
method of drying many g arments of the newer 
fabrics. Drip dry means exactly what it says 
—to drip until dry. The weig ht of the water 
actually does your ironing for you. It is es­ 
pecially important to use this method when 
drying accordion-pleated g arments, trousers 
wuh heat-set creases, etc. When drip-drying , 
omit the final dry period and remov e the 
g arment directly from the rinse water. 
Use well-shaped wooden coat and skirt 
hang ers lor the drip-dry process. If the g ar­ 
ment shoulders art- broad, pad the hang er 
with wash cloths to prev ent c r e as e s - caused 
by drooping . VC hen the felt on slack or skirt 
hang ers is colored, protect the g arment from 
stains with an old face cloth. 
Remov e that section of the g arment which 
Will he hung first (skirt top, trouser cuffs, 
or Che shoulders of a jacket or dress) ; insert 
the hang er; then lift the g arment from the 
rinse water. Hold the g arment ov er a pan to 
receiv e dnp-watcr, and hang the g arment on 
a clothes line. When drying indoors, place 
rh> 
pan underneath the g arment to catch 
water as it drips. 
5. Depending upon the construction of the 
g arment, most man-made fibers can he dried 
successfully in an automatic clothes dryer. 
100'' Orion coats, for example, dry beau­ 
tifully m the dryer and need no ironing 
whatsoev er. 
Many, howev er, 
will req uire 
some touching up with a warm iron. It you 
prefer a sharp pleat or crease in heat-set 
pleated or creased g arments, you d better 
drip dry, for a dryer tends to soften the pleats 
I and reduce the sharpness of creases.

The alternating feast and fa­ 
mine of many pastures is not 
conducive to best animal de­ 
velopment or milk production. 
A daily-ration grazing program 
which does away with ail this is 
described bv Maurice L. Peter­ 
son and V. P. Osterli in CROPS 
AND SOILS. 
With selective continuous graz­ 
ing, cattle trample much of the 
feed into the ground, foul many 
areas with droppings, and may 
actually eat only half of the 
herbage. 
They feed on those 
areas or parts of plants which 
are most palatable, leaving oth­ 
ers ungrazed to become older and 
even more unpalatable. 
Daily-rationed grazing provides 
for complete efficient grazing of 
an area each day and changing 
to a new area the following day. 
The areas should be of such size 
and shape as to be grazed com­ 
pletely by the number of head 
being pastured, and also provide 
for easy removal of the tempo­ 
rary, one-wire electric fence each 
day. 
Farmers using it say that this 
method has eliminated the bloat 
hazard. They explain this by the 
greater maturity of the legumes 
at the time of grazing, and the 
fact that the cows consume near­ 
ly all of the plant, including 
coarse stems. 
Rest and growdh intervals of 
25 to 30 days between grazing pe­ 
riods seem to provide a reason- 


ably good balance between the 
higher quality produced in short­ 
er intervals and the larger pro­ 
duction, obtainable in longer pe­ 
riods of growth. To avoid con­ 
fining the animals too closely in 
a long narrow field which might 
make them uneasy, the area ac­ 
cessible to the stock may be 
doubled by enclosing the area 
grazed down on the preceding 
day with the new grazing area. 
Each pasture may require a 
different arrangement because of. 
the shape of pasture, access to 
water, and location of the barns, 
so each farmer must work out 
his own method of dividing it to 
give best results. 
“ Finally, it is extremely im­ 
portant to recognize that daily- 
rationed grazing is not a cure- 
all for all kinds of pasture mis­ 
management. If the soil is in­ 
fertile, the irrigation untimely, 
or the pasture infested with 
many weeds or unpalatable spe­ 
cies, daily-rationed grazing may 
best be postponed until the other 
problems are corrected.’’ 
Farmers having high-produc­ 
ing fertile pastures with ample 
moisture usually find that they 
can well aiford the extra effort 
and expense of rationed grazing 
because of the greater produc­ 
tion of high quality forage and 
the elimination of waste. It makes 
two acres do the w'ork of three 
and keeps pastures productive 
and long-lived.

Hakes Suggestion

JEFFERSO N CITY (/F) — Gov. 
Phil M. 
Donnelly recommended 
today a special session of the Mis­ 
souri Legislature appropriate $5,- 
500,000 to help pay the cost of 
bringing hay into this drought 
seared state. 
He suggested in a special mes­ 
sage nrepared for the Joint Assem­ 
bly an hour after it convened, that 
the law m akers also: 
1. A ppropriate funds to handle 
the 
adm inistration 
of 
the hay 
transportation program s; 
2. M ake all the money available 
to the governor in a flexible sys­ 
tem so it can be spent as drought 
disaster conditions dem and. 
He repeated w hat he has said all 
along — th at only drought relief 
will be considered by the first 
special session in alm ost 10 years. 
And he urged speedy action. 
Imperative Need 
“May I call your attention most 
forcibly,” he said, “to the im pera­ 
tive need for prom pt and im m ed­ 
iate action in dealing w ith tha 
public calam ity which has made 
necessary the convening of this 
extra session of the G eneral As­ 
sembly. It is impossible, of course, 
to restore the losses which have 
been suffered by our citizens, but 
by our joint efforts we can a t 
least prevent further injury to our 
economy.” 
He noted th at his proposal does 
not call for actual purchase of hay 
by the state. Instead the funds wiU 
be used—along with $1,000,000 al­ 
lotted by the federal government 
—to help pay the freight on for­ 
age im ported from northern states. 
If the Legislature adopts the 
governor’s program , it would mean 
farm ers would be able to buy hay 
from 
surplus 
producing 
states 
without paying any of the freight. 
W ester^ railroads already have 
re *J 
to 
reduce their freight 
rates on hav and feed by 90 per 
ce 
)V. 16. And the fed­ 
eral 0 
.„nt has agreed to put 
up either 50 per cent of the cost 
or $10 a ton, whichever is less. 
“No one knows the exact amount 
of hay our farm ers will need to 
carry their livestock through un­ 
til spring pastures are ready for 
grazing,” Donnelly said after pic­ 
turing the grim seriousness of the 
drought situation. 
Federal Aid Appreciated 
He said the federal aid is “deep­ 
ly appreciated by Missouri,” but 
“it will obviously be inadequate 
to meet the needs of our people.’* 
He expressed hope the govern­ 
m ent also would go along with his 
recom m endation that the entire 
state be declared a drought disas­ 
ter area. The last 31 counties were 
recom m ended by Donnelly Sept. 
22 but have not been approved by 
the U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Only farmers in drought disas­ 
ter counties w ill be eligible to par­ 
ticipate in the federal program. 
“High transportation costs, to­ 
gether with the decline in live­ 
stock values and milk prices, have 
m ade the total cost of hay under 
this program generally prohibi­ 
tive,” Donnelly said in calling it 
just a tem porary expedient. 
He also sought to make it clear 
to city and country legislators alike 
the drought is a statewide calam­ 
ity. U nder Missouri’s constitution 
the assem bly can appropriate re­ 
lief funds only in case of pubHa 
calam ity. 
“Thousands 
of 
farm 
families 
have been financially ruined, and 
others face ruin. Pastures over the 
state have been reduced to less 
than 10 per cent of normal and 
the m eager supplies of forage that 
farm ers provided earlier in the 
season for w inter feeding have 
been virtually depleted through­ 
out a large area of our state . . . 
"If some m eans are not found 
to keep our herds intact through 
this w inter until pastures green up 
next spring, the adverse effects of 
this drought will certainly be felt 
in some m easure by practically 
every citizen of our state.” 
Federal Inadequate 
Explaining the need for a spe­ 
cial session, Donnelly noted that 
federal funds have been “inade­ 
quate for meeting the dure needs 
of our people.” Even though he 
called the session before the fed­ 
eral governm ent and the railroads 
decided to help, he said, "I am of 
the opinion that the General As­ 
sem bly still needs to take action 
in this em ergency.” 
Both House and Senate leaders 
have agreed the session’s work 
should be limited to only the cm« 
problem of providing money lor 
transporting hay.

NEW YORK (.'Pi—An airline stew­ 
ard braved flames to open an 
emergency door and save a num­ 
ber of lives early today in a plane 
crash that Jailed two passengers. 
At least 14 of the 27 persons 
aboard the Eastern Airlines Con­ 
stellation suffered burns or injur­ 
ies as it crashed only moments 
airer taking off from Idlewild Air­ 
port at 12:56 a. rn.

The dead were identified 
as 
George Fisher, a Hartford. Conn., 
insurance man on a business trip, 
and Dr. Juan Boyondos, whose ad­ 
dress was not immediately avail­ 
able. 
Survivors lavished praise on Al­ 
bert Foley. 29. of Clinton. N. J., 
the steward, and said his alert ac­ 
tion saved their lives. 
One said Foley “just leaped 
through the flames and opened the 
door” to lead trapped passengers 
to safety. 
Foley was taken to a hospital 
with burns about the face and 
bands. 


Another flight attendant, 
Ann 
Krause, 33. was slightly injured. 
The airline said it would issue 
no statement on the cause of the 
accident until the Civil Aeronaut­ 
ics Board conducted an inquiry. 
The takeoff came after a delay 
of more than an hour. The plane 
was only about 20 feet above the 
runway when it shuddered and 
plunged through a grassy marsh 
about one-half mile from Jamaica 
Bay. 
“It did not hit the ground very 
hard,” said Reinaldo Betancourt. 
38, one of the survivors. “But then 
one of the motors en the righ:

East should be mailed immediat­ 
ely as the mailing date for these 
was Oct. 15. 
The public is especially cautioned 
not to depend too largely on air 
mail getting last minute mailings 
to their destinations on time.

i wood, solid fiberboard, or strong

Eisenhower drew a moral from 
today’s dam dedication, saying the 
United States and Mexico have 
managed to solve peacefully for 
many a year “such problems as 
elsewhere in the world have flared 
into bitterness and hostility.” 
He had praise, too, for the citi­ 
zen of North America, on both 
sides of the Rio Grande. 
The typical 
citizen of North 
America, said the president is a 
lover of freedom and: 
“He is. in yet deeper ways, a 
lover of freedom. He is profoundly 
aware of the ugly monance of to­ 
talitarianism, its gaudy promise 
and grim practice. He is particu­ 
larly alert to that kind of aggres­ 
sive totalitarianism today propa­ 
gating the deadliest division—class 
against class, nation against na­ 
tion, people aganst people. In his 
heart, and in his mind and his con­ 
science this man despises all the 
qualities and trappings of this total­ 
itarianism: its pretense, its strut, 
its slander, its self-seeking—and 
ts contempt for man himself. 
Knows Strength Source 
“And, finally, tms man knows 
his own true source of strength: 
his owfn free, creative initiative— 
all the strength and dignity which 
are his because God so endowed 
him. He looks to no government— 
neighter his own for someone else’s 
—to chart his life. He knows that 
his ow'n happiness and the healthy 
progress of his whole nation alike 
are to be won essentially by his 
own hands and his own brains. 
“In all this, the man we salute 
today is the same—on whichever 
side of this border he lives. Citi­ 
zen of Mexico or citizen of the 
United States, he s also citizen 
of the free world.” 
Mexico’s President Adolfo Ruiz 
Cortines spoke too. 
He calk'd for disarmament. 
“There must be a climate of se­ 
curity and confidence that w'ill re­ 
sult from a program of disarma­ 
ment nobly conceived and honor­ 
ably carried out," he said.

Makes Suggestion 
, 
At Special Session 
Of Joint Assembly 


By Larry Hall 


JEFFERSON CITY (ZP) — Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly recommended 
today a special session of the Mis* 
souri Legislature appropriate $5,- 
500,000 to help pay the cost of 
bringing hay into this drought 
seared state. 
He suggested in a special mes­ 
sage orepared for the Joint Assem­ 
bly an hour after it convened, that 
the lawmakers also: 
1. Appropriate funds to handle 
the administration of the hay 
transportation programs; 
2. Make all the money available 
to the governor in a flexible sys­ 
tem so it ean be spent as drought 
disaster conditions demand. 
He repeated what he has said all 
along — that only drought relief 
will he considered by the first 
special session in almost IO years. 
And he urged speedy action. 
Imperative Need 
“May I call your attention most 
forcibly,” he said, “to the impera­ 
tive need for prompt and immed­ 
iate action in dealing with the 
public calamity w’hich has made 
necessary the convening of this 
extra session of the General As­ 
sembly. It is impossible, of course, 
to restore the losses which have 
been suffered by our citizens, but 
by our joint efforts we can et 
least prevent further injury to our 
economy.” 
He noted that his proposal does 
not call for actual purchase of hay 
by the state. Instead the funds will 
be used—along with $1,000,000 al­ 
lotted by the federal government 
—to help pay the freight on for­ 
age imported from northern states. 
If the Legislature adopts the 
governor’s program, it would mean 
farmers would be able to buy hay 
from 
surplus 
producing 
states 
without paying any of the freight. 
Western railroads already have 
vt J th reduce their freight 
rates on hav and feed by 50 per 
ce 
tv. 16. And the fed­ 
eral * 
...nt has agreed to put 
up either 50 per cent of the cost 
or $10 a ton, whichever is less. 
“No one knows the exact amount 
of hay our farmers will need to 
carry their livestock through un­ 
til spring pastures are ready for 
grazing,” Donnelly said after pic­ 
turing the grim seriousness of the 
drought situation. 
Federal Aid Appreciated 
He said the federal aid is “deep­ 
ly appreciated by Missouri,” but 
“it will obviously be inadequate 
to meet the needs of our people.” 
He expressed hope the govern­ 
ment also would go along with his 
recommendation that the entire 
state be declared a drought disas­ 
ter area. The last 31 counties were 
recommended by Donnelly Sept. 
22 but have not been approved by 
the U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Only farmers in drought disas­ 
ter counties will be eligible to par­ 
ticipate in the federal program. 
| “High transportation costs, to­ 
gether with the decline in live­ 
stock values and milk prices, have 
made the total cost of hay under 
this program generally prohibi­ 
tive,” Donnelly said in calling it 
just a temporary expedient. 
He also sought to make it clear 
to city and country legislators alike 
the drought is a statewide calam­ 
ity. Under Missouri’s constitution 
the assembly can appropriate re­ 
lief funds only in case of public 
calamity. 
“Thousands of farm families 
have been financially ruined, and 
others face rum. Pastures over the 
state have been reduced to less 
than IO per cent of normal and 
the meager supplies of forage that 
farmers provided earlier in the 
season for wanter feeding have 
been virtually depleted through­ 
out a large area of our state . . . 
“If some means are not found 
to keep our herds intact through 
this w inter until pastures green up 
next spring, the adverse effects of 
this drought will certainly be felt 
in some measure by practically 
every citizen of our state.” 
Federal Inadequate 
Explaining the need for a spe­ 
cial session, Donnelly noted that 
federal funds have been “inade­ 
quate for meeting the cure needs 
of our people.” Even though he 
called the session before the fed­ 
eral government and the railroads 
decided to help, he said, “I am of 
the opinion that the General As­ 
sembly still needs to take action 
in this emergency.” 
Both House and Senate leader* 
have agreed the session’s worl* 
should be limited to only the one 
problem of providing money tor 
transporting hay.

and slacks, check the lining, trim, inner- 
linings, and all "hidden findings" to be sure 
they will ccash successfully. 
3. Because of the nature of the fiber, dirt 
docs not penetrate deeply into man-made fi­ 
bers; consequently, they require a very short 
wash period. 
Many m anufacturers’ fact tags give specific 
recommendations for laundering their g a r­ 
ments in autom atic home laundry equipm ent. 
However, it the m anufacturer has labeled the 
garment washable, but has not given specific 
laundering recommendations, a good rule of 
thf thum b is to fill the washer with w an n 
water, add a mild soap or detergent, and 
wash r minutes, spin 3 minutes, and rinse 
3 minutes. \\ hethcr or not the washer is al­ 
lowed to continue through the final dry p e­ 
riod depends upon whether the garment is 
to he drip-dried or dried in an autom atic 
clothes dryer. 
4 . " D rip - d ry " is a popular and effective 
method of drying many garments of the newer 
fabrics. Drip-dry means exactly what it says 
— to drip until dry. T he weight of the water 
aitually does your ironing for you. It is es­ 
pecially important to use this method when 
drying accordion-pleated garments, trousers 
with heat-set creases, etc. W hen drip-drying, 
om it the final dry period and remove the 
garment directly from the rinse water. 
Use well-shaped wooden coat and skirt 
hangers tor the drip-dry process. If the g a r­ 
ment shoulders arc* broad, pad the hanger 
with wash cloths to prevent creases caused 
by drooping. W hen the felt on slack or skirt

Rationed Grazing Boosts 
Profit from Pasture Use 
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*h]>’ good balance between the 
higher quality produced in short­ 
er intervals and the larger pro­ 
duction, obtainable in longer pe­ 
riods of growth. To avoid con­ 
fining the animals too closely in 
a long narrow field which might 
make them uneasy, the area ac- 
( ossible to the stock may be 
doubled by enclosing the area 
gi azed down on the preceding 
day with the new grazing area. 
hach pasture may require a 
different arrangement because of. 
ihe shape of pasture, access to 
water, and location of the barns, 
so each farmer must work out 
his own method of dividing it to 
give best results. 
‘ Finally, it is extremely im­ 
portant to recognize that daily- 
rationed grazing is not a cure- 
all for all kinds of pasture mis­ 
management. If the soil is in­ 
fertile, the irrigation untimely, 
or the pasture infested with 
many weeds or unpalatable spe­ 
cies, daily-rationed grazing may 
best be postponed until the other 
problems are corrected.” 
Farmers having high-produc­ 
ing fertile pastures with ample 
moisture usually find that they 
can well afTord the extra effort 
and expense of rationed grazing 
because of the greater produc­ 
tion of high quality forage and 
the elimination of waste. It makes 
two acres do the work of three 
and keeps pastures productive 


The alternating feast and fa­ 
mine of many pastures is not 
conducive to best animal de­ 
velopment or milk production. 
A daily-ration grazing program 
which does away with all this is 
described by Maurice L. Peter­ 
son and V. I3, Osterli in CROPS 
AND SOILS. 
With selective continuous graz­ 
ing, cattle trample much of the 
feed into the ground, foul many 
arras with droppings, and may 
actually eat only half of the 
herbage. 
They feed on those 
areas or parts of plants which 
are most palatable, leaving oth­ 
ers ungrazed to become older and 
even more unpalatable. 
Daily-rationed grazing provides 
for complete efficient grazing of 
an area each day and changing 
to a new area the following day. 
The areas should be of such size 
and shape as to be grazed com­ 
pletely by the number of head 
being pastured, and also provide 
for easy removal of the tempo­ 
rary, one-wire electric fence each 
day. 
Farm ers using it say that this 
method has eliminated the bloat 
hazard. They explain this by the 
greater maturity of the legumes 
at the time of grazing, and the 
fact that the cows consume near­ 
ly all of the plant, including 
coarse stems.

In most cases, the 
man made fiber content should be greater than 
the natural fiber content. Save the fact-tags, 
.rd follow washing instructions im plicitly. 


2. (.'artfully check the garment construc­ 
tion. Are the seams generous and resistant to 
r ise ling*' Is the fabric used for trim the same 
as tbit in the garment? lf not, is it as thor­ 
oughly washable? In selecting washable suits 
and slacks, check lite lining, trim, inner- 
linings, and all ' hidden findings’’ to be sure 
they w ill wash successfully. 


3. Because of the nature of the fiber, dirt 
docs not penetrate deeply into man-made fi­ 
bers ; consequently, they require a very short 
wash period. 
Many manufacturers' fact-tags gise specific 
recommendations tor laundering (heir gar­ 
ments in automatic home laundry equipment. 
However, it the manufacturer has labeled the 
garment washable, but has not given specific 
laundering recommendations, a good rule of 
thb thumb is to fill (he washer with warm 
water, add a mild soap or detergent, and 
wash * minutes, spin J minutes, and rinse 
3 minutes. W hethcr or not the washer is al­ 
lowed lo continue through tho final dry pe­ 
riod depends upon whether the garment is 
to he drip-dried or dried in an automatic 
clothes dryer. 
4. " D r ip d ry " it a popular and effective 
method of drying many garments of the newer 
fabrics. Drip-dry means exactly what it says 
— to drip until dry. The weight of the water 
actually does your ironing tor you. It is es­ 
pecially important lo use this method when 
drying accordion-pleated garments, trousers 
with heat-set creases, etc. W hen drip-drying, 
omit the final dry period and remove the 
garment directly from the rinse water. 
'U se well-shaped wooden coat and skirt 
hangers for the drip-dry process, lf the gar­ 
ment shoulders are broad, pad the hanger 
with wash cloths to prevent creases caused 
by drooping. Vt hen th? felt on slack or skirt 
hangers is colored, protect the garment from 
stains with an old face cloth. 
Remove that section of the garment which 
w ill be hung first (skirt top, trouser cuffs, 
or the shoulders of a lacket or d ress!; insert 
the hanger; then lift the garment from the 
rinse water. H old the garment over a pan to 
receive drtp-waier, and hang the garment on 
a clothes line. W h en drying indoors, place 
th- pan underneath the garment lo catch 
water as it drips.
